Washington.—For the first time in j 
j the United States there is to he a 
federal prison for women—that is. if 
congress approves the 
report of a 
committee composed of attorney gen­ 
eral, secretary of the 
interior and 
secretary of labor, and makes an ap­ 
propriation for it. 
It is to be known 
as the Federal Industrial Institute for 
Women—the designation “prison” be- 
j ing in growing disfavor. 
About twenty sites 
were 
offered, 
but Alderson, W. Va., was the final 
j selection and a report to this effect 
j was made to congress. 
Alderson appears to have many ad- 
i vantages over other sites submitted, 
, not the least perhaps being that the 
citizens of this and other villages in 
Monroe. 
Greenbrier 
and

counties subscribed $.’» 0,000 to pay for 
approx imately 200 acres of land to be 
ottered free to the government. 
A 
quotation of $45,000 has been made 
for an additional 3(H) acres.

ities offer.

It is esti­ 
mated that about 20 per cent of the 
federal female criminal population of 
the nation is in the District of Col­ 
umbia. 
This, however, does not of 
necessity mean that Washington is a 
more dangerous or wicked place to 
live than any other. 
Not only Alderson but West Virginia 
as a whole has been tremendously in­ 
terested in having this industrial in­ 
stitution for women located within its 
bounds. 
The governor appointed a 
commission to help get the location 
and raise funds to purchase the site. 
Women Now Sent to Jails. 
At the present time women who are 
offenders against 
tiie 
federal 
laws 
must be sent to state or county insti­ 
tutions—boarded out, as it were. And 
it is said tWat these jails or prisons 
are so crowded t!*ut often a new in­ 
mate cannot be received until one is 
dismissed. 
This often results in a 
prisoner getting a suspended sentence 
for the ex cellent reason that there is 
no place for the judge to send her. 
Persons making a study of prison 
conditions say that one or two y ears 
in a county jail has a bad effect upon 
a woman.

A series of ex perim ents condu cted 
by the United States D epartm ent of 
A gricu ltu re has shown tha t cock lebu r 
plants a re poisonou s to swine, cattle, 
sheep, and chick ens. Some hav e con­ 
tended tha t deaths du e to cock lehu rs 
were cau sed by m echanical action of 
the b u rs on the lender organs of the 
anim als ra the r than to poisonou s q u al­ 
ities of the plant. 
A fter ex tended ex perim ents with the 
anim als mentioned abov e, the d epart­ 
ment conclu des that while the bu rs 
may produ ce some m echanical inju ry 
and w hile the seeds are v ery poison­ 
ou s, stock poisoning is cau sed by feed- j 
mg on the v ery y ou ng pla nts before I 
the dev elopm ent 
of tru e leav es. 
If 
there is a shortage of good forage and I 
anim als find the y ou ng plants, they { 
may easily eat enou gh to cau se sari- j 
ou s resu lts. 
F eeding milk to pigs im m ediately 
afte r they hav e eaten cock lehu rs has 
prov ed beneficial, probably becau se of 
the fa t content. Su ccessfu l resu lts may 
be ex pected also, when su ch oils and 
fats as bacon grease, lard and linseed 
oil are u sed as remedies, according to 
ex perts.
